Only Two Citizens Address Needs 
At Manager’s Public Hearing

Only two citizens — Dorothy Pyles, Mandan Rd., and 
Albert Herling, 13 Ridge Rd. — spoke at the proposed use 
hearing on the fiscal year 1985/86 budget, which was part 
of Council’s agenda for the March 4 meeting. Both spoke 
in support of a larger police force and a new police head¬ 
quarters building. 


Pyles also read two letters 
from other residents who want an 
increase in the police force and 
a new police building. The ex¬ 
pansion of Greenbelt in the last 
few yeans and the high daytime 
population have created the need 
for an increase, she said. 

“We marvel at the level of pro¬ 
fessionalism, efficiency, and the 
monale of our officers despite the 
cramped and dismal surround¬ 
ings” said a letter from the 
chairman of the security commit¬ 
tee for Greenbriar Phase III. 

“I think it*s a miracle and good 
luck that even though our po¬ 
lice department has been stretch¬ 
ed to the limit, we get. as good 
service as we do,” Herling said. 

The health of the officers, 
court appearances and earned 
vacations have stretched police 
coverage to a thin line of protec¬ 
tion, Herling said. 

In response, city manager 
James Giese said, “The question 
of a building is a matter for the 
bond issue. As to the need for 
additional manpower, it is a mat¬ 
ter which the chief has indicated 
is a need and it will be review¬ 
ed.'' 

New Officers 

Two new police officers, who 
will begin active duty on May 8 
after they graduate from the 
Baltimore County Police Acad¬ 
emy, were sworn in at the March 
4 council meeting by Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld. 

The mayor welcomed Troy 
Harding of Greenbelt and James 
Parker of Hyattsville t<o “the 
best police force there is.” 

Absentee Ballots 

An ordinance to amend absen¬ 
tee Voting regulations, which had 
been introduced at the Feb. 25 
city council meeting by council- 
member Torn Bram, was unani¬ 
mously adopted. 

The city charter had provided 
that absentee ballots would be 
delivered to the appropriate pol¬ 
ling places within two hours af¬ 
ter the closing of the polls and 
then be counted by the judge and 
ah election clerk of the polling 
place. Because this procedure 
had become increasingly difficult, 
the Board of Elections recom¬ 
mended that the city code be a- 
mended to provide that absentee 
ballots be delivered to a place 
designated by the board and 
counted at that place by clerks 
whom the board would appoint 
for the purpose. 

The new ordinance also in¬ 
sures that the validity or inva¬ 
lidity of absentee ballots shall 
be determined by the board on 
the same basis as prescribed by 
the state of Maryland.

Ll. Krob Dismissal 
Reversed by Judge 

The dismissal of Lieutenant 
John C. Krob from the Greenbelt 
Police Department has been or¬ 
dered reversed by Judge G. R. 
Hovey Johnson of the Circuit 
Court for Prince Georges County, 
on the grounds that the dismissal 
decision was “arbitrary and cap¬ 
ricious.” The judge, in his order 
of March 11, remanded the case 
to Greenbelt's Chief of Police 
“for further action not inconsist¬ 
ent with this Order.” 

Krob was charged, in June 
1982, with 27 violations of Police 
Department rules and regula¬ 
tions, including misconduct and 
misappropriation of property. A 
Police Review Board found him 
guilty of 13 charges and, in 
March 1983. recommended his 
dismissal. Then-Police Chief Wil¬ 
liam Lane dismissed Krob that 
same month. 

Krob appealed to the Circuit 
Court, and in July 1984 Judge 
Johnson ordered the case remand¬ 
ed to the Police Review Board 
for further proceedings. His or¬ 
der said that “in view of the 
fact that a wide range of pun¬ 
ishments or combination of pun¬ 
ishments such as demotion cou¬ 
pled with suspension without pay 
could be considered appropriate 
and in view of the fact that the 
Court can find no indication that 
the Board exercised any discre¬ 
tion before making its recommen¬ 
dation, this Court finds that the 
decision of the Board to dismiss 
was arbitrary and capricious.” 

In September 1984 the Police 
Review Board again met and 
again recommended dismissal. 
Police Chief Francis T. Hutson 
reaffirmed Krob's dismissal in 
early October 1984. 

Krob appealed for a second 
time to the Circuit Court, and the 
current court order is the result. 
In the new order. Judge Johnson 
said, “The Court is ever mindful 
that it should not and cannot sub¬ 
stitute its judgment for that of 
the Board or the Chief, but for 
the reasons stated in its (July 
1984 Order), which were not sub¬ 
stantially or convincingly cor¬ 
rected by the subsequent pro¬ 
ceedings of record, this Court 
finds that the decision to dismiss 
Lieutenant Krob is arbitrary and 
capricious.” 

According to City Manager 
James Giese, the city has 30 
days from the date of the court 
order in which to decide whether 
to appeal the decision.

Gears turn as citizens, city staff, architects, planners 
and Roosevelt Center Mall owner George Cristacos meet to 
plan a charette for the center area. A charette is the 
architectural term for a design executed within a desig¬ 
nated brief timeframe, perhaps 12 hours, The charette is 
planned to occur on May 31 with the winning design an¬ 
nounced on Greenbelt Day, June 2. 


Following their first informa¬ 
tional meeting, lay and profes¬ 
sional persons have met as three 
separate planning groups. Head- 
nig up the umbrella group is 
Noreen Yoch of the Cultural Arts 
Center. One spin-off group is for¬ 
mulating a survey, an opinion 
poll on how should the center 
mall be improved or changed. 
A second group is working on 
the logistics of the charette, 
bringing the people together, 
conducting a tour of the city for 
the participants, making all of 
the physical arrangements. And 
it he third group is the design 
group itself which is in charge 
of inviting the professionals to 


participate, setting the rules, 
picking the jury to judge the 
final drawings.

Oxford, Real Estate Firm, 
Builds in Golden Triangle 


Oxford, one of the nation’s leading full-service real es¬ 
tate firms, has secured a $9.4 million 20-year fixed-rate tax- 
exempt bond issued by Prince Georges County to construct 
an office building in Greenbelt. The 80,000 square-foot 
building will be located on a 2.5-acre site at the entrance to 
the Golden Triangle Business Park. The building will be 
national headquarters for Oxford Development Enterprises, 
Inc., the company’s development and construction subsidi¬ 
ary, as well as for Oxford’s Mid-Atlantic regional develop- 
opment and property management offices. Fifty percent of 
the office space will be available for other tenants. 


Facing Greenbelt Park, Ox¬ 
ford’s four-story building will be 
contemporary in design, with a 
rounded facade and glass curtain 
wall on one side and banded brick 
and glass on the remaining sides 
(see photo). Two levels of un¬ 
derground parking will be provid¬ 
ed. Designed as an “intelligent” 
building, it will feature a master 
phone and telecommunications 
system and energy management 
controls. 

Financing for the Greenbelt 
building was arranged by Oxford 
Mortgage and Investment Corp¬ 
oration (OMIC). As investment 
banker for all Oxford financing, 
OMIC placed in excess of $300 
million in financing for affiliated 
projects in fiscal year 1984, in¬ 
cluding approximately $140 mil¬ 
lion in tax-exempt debt, $110 mil¬ 
lion in conventional mortgages 
and $50 million in private equity 
syndications. 

Construction of the project will 
be supervised by Oxford Con¬ 
strue r on Services, under the di¬ 


rection of Thomas S. Bozzuto, 
Executive Vice President and 
Mid-Atlantic Regional Partner, 
and veteran developer-builder 
Bernard Lubcher. Oxford Man¬ 
agement Company, Inc. will man¬ 
age the completed office space, 
which is expected to be ready for 
occupancy in early 1986. Archi¬ 
tectural design of the building 
was provided by Clark, Harris, 
Tribble & Li of Washington, D.C. 

Since Oxford announced plans 
to expand its commercial devel¬ 
opment operations less than a 
year ago, the company's major 
focus of commercial development 
activity has been in offices and 
retail space, primarily in subur¬ 
ban locations. The company is 
also acquiring commercial pro¬ 
perty for research and develop¬ 
ment facilities and warehouse or 
distribution centers, and expand¬ 
ing into industrial property and 
shopping center development. 
Contract negotiations are pro¬ 
gressing for. the acquisition of 
several sites around the country.

Times Have Changed 

To the Editor: 

Is there a person alive who 
believes you can legislate mo¬ 
rality ? I am referring to the dis¬ 
cussion now going on about the 
ruling stating that only married 
or blood relatives can live to¬ 
gether in GHI houses. When 
this ruling was enacted Greenbelt 
homes were much less expensive 
to live in than they are now, At 
that time a retired person on a 
pension might have been able 
to afford to maintain a home and 
live alone. 

Times have changed. For those 
who believe that morality can 
be legislated, I would like to say 
that when persons are intent on 
committing an immoral act, there 
is no way you can prevent it. 
This is the same kind of men¬ 
tality that enacted Prohibition. It 
couldn’t be enforced either. . . . 

I am a middle aged widow. . . . 
When I bceame widowed I moved 
to Greenbelt, believing it to be 
the ideal community for a single 
retiree to live in. It is just ideal: 
perfect for walking, easy acces¬ 
sibility to stores and churches, 
etc. When I moved here less than 
a decade ago, if cost me half as 
much to maintain my house than 
it does now after the “wonderful 
rehab” project. 

In less than a decade I will 
be retiring from my profession 
and living on a pension. I would 
like to take in a friend who is 
also a retired professional and 
share the home and expenses. 
That way we could maintain a 
nice home and manage to reside 
in this lovely community. I want 
to be able to live here—but once 
I retire and live on a pension I 
will be forced to leave because 
this ruling makes it illegal for 
me to share my home with some¬ 
one in the same position I am 
in. 

Statistics show that there are 
more widows in our society than 
couples of retirement age, be¬ 
cause men die earlier. This rul¬ 
ing makes it impossible for a 
widow of moderate means to now 
live in GHI. Much could be said 
on this subject aside from the 
economics of it. It has been 
shown that it is better for sen¬ 
iors to socialize, widows do not 
often feel safe living alone, etc. 

. . . thanks to these naive do- 
gooders, in less than a decade I 
will have to move out of this 
lovely town.

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County Council Seeks Hoyer’s 
Help to Save BARC Parcel 

The Prince Georges County Council seeks to retain 
a 4.99-acre parcel of land at the Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center (BARC) in open space. 

In a letter to Rep. Steny Hoyer dated February 15, the 
county council expressed its concern that the small seg¬ 
ment of land had been turned over for disposal to the Gen¬ 
eral Services Administration. 


The acreage originally was 
part of 71 acres of land declared 
surplus in 1973. At that time, 
all but the 4.99 acres were turned 
over to the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC). The 
MNCPPC acreage has been de¬ 
veloped as the Cherry Hill Com¬ 
munity Park. 

In the counciPs letter to Hoyer, 
chairman William B. Amonett 
said: “Parcel 4 was transferred 
to the United States Department 
of Health and Human Services 
as part of the disposition agree¬ 
ment for use by the Montgomery 
County Cerebral Palsy Associa¬ 
tion. The . . . Association later 


decided it did not want to utilize 
the site, and it reverted back to 
BARC and the GSA for dispo¬ 
sition.” 

The letter stated that Hoyer 
has been instrumental in pro¬ 
hibiting fragmentation and de¬ 
velopment of BARC surplus land 
and asked for Hoyer’s assistance 
in preventing disposal of the 4.99 
acres for development. The coun¬ 
cil said that it prefers that the 
land “should also be conveyed, 
at no cost, to the MNCPPC for 
park and recreation purposes. 
This small piece would be a logi¬ 
cal addition to the Cherry Hill 
Park (as originally proposed by 
the MNCPPC).”

AN ORDINANCE TO AUTHORIZE AND EMPOWER THE CITY 
OF GREENBELT, FROM TIME TO TIME, TO BORROW NOT 
MORE THAN SIX MILLION DOLLARS ($6,000,000) FOR THE 
PUBLIC PURPOSES DESCRIBED HEREIN, AND TO EFFECT 
SUCH BORROWING BY THE ISSUANCE AND SALE, UPON 
ITS FULL FAITH AND CREDIT, OF ITS GENERAL OBLI¬ 
GATION BONDS IN LIKE PAR AMOUNT PURSUANT TO THE 
AUTHORITY OF SECTIONS 31 TO 37, INCLUSIVE, OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND 
(1981 REPLACEMENT VOLUME AND 1984 CUMULATIVE 
SUPPLEMENT) AND SECTION 55 OF THE CITY CHARTER; 
PROVIDING FOR THE APPROPRIATION AND DISPOSAL OF 
THE PROCEEDS OF SALE OF THE BONDS; PROVIDING FOR 
THE LEVY AND COLLECTION OF TAXES SUFFICIENT FOR 
THE PROMPT PAYMENT OF THE MATURING PRINCIPAL 
OF AND INTEREST ON THE BONDS AND GENERALLY RE¬ 
LATING TO THE ISSUANCE, SALE AND PAYMENT OF THE 
BONDS. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of Greenbelt, 
Maryland that: 

SECTION 1: Pursuant to the authority of Sections 31 to 37, 
inclusive, of Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland 
(1981 Replacement Volume and 1984 Cumulative Supplement) 
and Section 55 of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt (the 
“Charter”), the City of Greenbelt (the “City”) is hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow money and incur indebt¬ 
edness for the public purposes described in Section 2 hereof, 
at one time or from time to time, in an amount not exceed¬ 
ing, in the aggregate, Siix Million Dollars ($6,000,000), and 
to evidence such borrowing by the issuance and sale, utpon 
its full faith and credit, of general obligation bonds in like 
par amount, which may be issued at one time or from time 
to time, in one or more groups or series, as the City may 
determine. 

SECTION 2. Proceeds of sale of the bonds authorized to be 
issued hereunder shall be used and applied, after payment of 
the costs of issuance and sale, for the public purpose of fin¬ 
ancing, in whole or in part, the following public improvement 
projects, including the costs of acquisition and development of 
property rights and appurtenant permanent furnishings and 
equipment, together with all planning, engineering, architec¬ 
tural, fiscal and legal expenses related thereto: acquisition 
and construction of a new municipal police station; acquisi¬ 
tion and construction of buildings and facilities fo rthe use 
of the Gity's Public Works Department, including expansion 
of the Municipal Service Building complex, acquisition and 
Construction of buildings for the garaging and storage of 
municipal vehicles, equipment, materials and supplies, acqui¬ 
sition of a storage yard, and provision of additional office and 
shop facilities; acquisition and construction of an addition to 
the Greenbelt Youth Center; renovation, rehabilitation, repair, 
and/or removal of the North End School building; renovation, 
remodeling, and refurbishing of a portrion of the Municipal 
Building; acquisition and improvement of a building to pro¬ 
vide for a Greenbelt museum; improvement of the City's 
public swmming facilities, including acquisition and construc¬ 
tion of an indoor swimming pool and related facilities and 


rehabilitation, repair, and improvement of the outdoor swim¬ 
ming pool and related facilities; rehabilitation and improve¬ 
ment of the City parks, recreational facilities, athletic fields 
and playgrounds, including improvements to Greenbelt Lake 
and Buddy Attick Park and to Braden and Northway Fields, 
and development of pedestrian and bicycle trails within and 
'between City parks; and acquisition and development of one 
or more tracts of land to provide additional City parks, 
athletic fields, playgrounds, and open space. 

SECTION 3, The proceeds of sale of the bonds authorized to be 
issued hereunder, including any premium and accrued interest 
received therefore, shall be deposited in the proper account or 
accounts of the City. There shall be deducted from the total 
gross proceeds received from the sale of said bonds the cost 
of issuing the same, including the cost of all printing, legal 
fees and other reasonably related expenses. The balance of 
the proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be expended for 
the public purposes described in Section 2 hereof, and said 
proceeds are hereby appropriated for said purposes. 

SECTION 4. For the purpose of meeting the debt service re¬ 
quirements on the bonds authorized to be issued hereunder, 
and in addition to such funds received from any other source 
as may from time to time be legally available and allocated 
for such purpose, the City shall, if and when such funds are or 
will be insufficient for such purpose, levy for each and every 
fiscal year during which any of the bonds may be outstanding, 
ad valorem taxes upon all real and tangible personal property 
within its corporate limits subject to assessment for unlim¬ 
ited municipal taxation in rate and amount sufficient to pro¬ 
vide for the prompt payment of the principal of and interest 
on the bonds maturing in each such fiscal year, and, in the 
event the proceeds from the collection of the taxes so levied 
in each fiscal year may prove inadequate for such purpose, 
additional taxes shall be levied in the subsequent fiscal year 
to make up any deficiency. The full faith and credit and 
unlimited taxing power of the City are hereby irrevocably 
piediged to the prompt payment of the maturing principal of 
and interest on the bonds as and when the same respectively 
mature, and to the levy and collection of the taxes hereinabove 
described as and when such taxes may become necessary in 
order to provide sufficient funds timely to meet the debt ser¬ 
vice requirements of the bonds. The City hereby covenants 
with each holder of any of the bonds to take any action that 
may be approprate from time to time during the period that 
any of the bonds remain outstanding and unpaid to provide 
the funds necessary to miake the principal and interest pay¬ 
ments due thereon and further covenants and agrees to levy 
and collect the taxes hereinbefore described. 

SECTION 5. In accordance wih Section 55(b) of the Charter, a 
complete and exact copy of this Ordinance shall be posted in 
a public place or places within the boundaries of the City for 
thirty (30) days and shall be published at least once within 
ten (10) days of its passage in a newspaper of general cir¬ 
culation in the City. 

SECTION 6: This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon 
its approval by a majority of the qualified electors of the City 
voting on the issue at a referendum to be held on a date 
specified by the Council in accordance with Section 55(c) of 
the Charter.

GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Crime Prevention Corner 


This is the first of a two-part 
series about the Greenbelt Crime 
Watch program. For further in¬ 
formation about Crime Watch, 
please call the Greenbelt Police 
Department at 474-7200. 

The Greembelt Crime Preven¬ 
tion Committee and the Green¬ 
belt Police Department sponsor¬ 
ed a Crime Watch training ses¬ 
sion February 27 at the Green- 
briar Community Center. The 
meeting was attended by about 
35 Greenbelt residents, primarily 
from the Greenbriar/Glen Oaks 
area. What exactly is a Crime 
Watch training session, and what 
exactly does Crime Watch do? 

Crime Watch training sessions 
educate residents about crime 
and criminal activity, dissemin¬ 
ate tips on helping the Police 
Department combat crime, and 
provide a forum for neighbors 
to discuss crime-related prob¬ 
lems in their area. Crime Watch 
is comprised of three phases: 
Neighborhood Watch, Home Se¬ 
curity Surveys, and Operation 
Identification. 

Corporal Doug Sappington of 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
explained that Neighborhood 
Watches are built from two in¬ 
tegral parts — the “static 
watch” and the “mobile watch.” 
Static watches are provided by 
people who have attended a 
Crime Watch training session. 
They have learned how to be 
more alert “observers.” Static 
watchers know what may appear 
to be a routine activity at first 
glance may actually be a crime 
in progress. 

Mobile watches are comprised 
of three-person teams: a driver, 
an observer, and a base station 
operator. The mobile watch pa¬ 
trols a defined area looking for 
unusual activities which could in¬ 
dicate a crime is in progress. If 
such an incident is spotted, the 
observer, via citizen band radio, 
contacts the base station opera¬ 
tor, The base station operator 
then phones the police depart¬ 
ment which dispatches a cruiser 
to investigate.

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Rabies Warning 


Cordless Phone Tips Volunteers Needed 


Joseph T. Horman, D.V.M., 
Maryland Public Health 
Veterinarian, Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene, warned Marylanders that 
they are at risk of getting rabies 
if they handle wild animals or 
stray cats or dogs. 

Avoid handling pets that fight 
with raccoons or other wild ani¬ 
mals for a period of two hours 
following the encounter. This 
waiting time gives possible rabies 
virus on the pet ample time to 
die. 

Dr. Horman pointed out that 
an estimated 950 people in Mary¬ 
land had to undergo post-ex¬ 
posure rabies treatment in 1984. 
He warned children should not 
touch any wild animal or any 
domestic animal that they do not 
know well. Hand feeding of 
squirrels also should be avoided. 
In 1983 and 1984 Maryland was 
number one in the nation for re¬ 
ported cases of animal rabies. 


When thinking of buying a 
cordless telephone, people prob¬ 
ably don't think first of the Food 
and Drug Administration. But 
FDA has many responsibilities 
beyond pure foods and safe drugs 
—and the agency's recommenda¬ 
tions on cordless phones could 
save peoples' hearing. 

FDA recommends that people 
thinking about buying a cordless 
phone purchase one with the 
ringing mechanism on the outside 
of the earpiece — facing away 
from the ear. FDA has received 
about 100 complaints about peo¬ 
ple suffering impaired hearing 
or ringing ears as a result of 
cordless phones which have the 
ringing mechanism right in the 
earpiece next to the ear. 

However, those people who al¬ 
ready have a cordless phone 
which rings directly in the ear 
can minimize the danger if they 
make sure everyone in the family 
and visitors using the device 
know how to operate it safely so 


In order to respond to the needs 
in the community, particularly 
those of young people who need 
someone to talk to when they are 
feeling depressed or, at worst, 
suicidal, Prince Georges Hotline 
will begin to expand its hours of 
operation eventually to 24 hours. 
People who can work approxi¬ 
mately three hours a week (pref¬ 
erably during the day or very 
late hours), and who are sensi¬ 
tive, caring and good listeners, 
should please call the office for 
an application to participate. In¬ 
itial training will take place in 
early April.

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GHI Board Shares Member Worries 
AsNewCracksAppear in HouseWalls

Continuing concern about 
structural problems in a 
building in the 6 Court of 
Hillside occupied the board 
of directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., at its regular 
meeting on March 14. Ac¬ 
cording to General Manager 
Ron Colton, this building, 
generally conceded to have 
the most serious settling 
problem of any in GHI, be¬ 
gan to show cracks in Sep¬ 
tember after damaged brick¬ 
work was repaired in July 
and August. According to 
Colton's report to the board, 
the building is again settling 
and new cracks are appear¬ 
ing. 

Lyon Associates, the firm 
which planned and helped inspect 
.the repair work, had originally 
recommended injection of lime 
slurry into the soil to stabilize 
this building. At the request of 
GHI management, Lyons recently 
reinspected the row and advised 
that the cause of the cracks is 
the continued movement of the 
foundation. 

Barbara Likowski, owner of 
one of the affected units, charged 
that the board had not kept mem¬ 
bers in the units informed during 
the structural repair program. 
She staked that the members had 
been given lots of information 
before the repair program be¬ 
gan. This information showed 
plans for extensive structural re¬ 
pair. including the injection of 
lime slurry. According to Likow¬ 
ski, members in the units were 
never informed that the plans 
had been abandoned by the board. 
She said, "We had no idea that 
the lime slurry was not being 
done.” She also suggested that 
the Audit Committe ought to 
"be on top of this.” 

Several board members ap¬ 
peared to agree with Likowski 
that communication with owners 
»n plans for this building was 
inadequate. Board comments in¬ 
dicated that perhaps communica¬ 
tion with the board was also in¬ 
adequate. Director Wayne Wil¬ 
liams said that although the lime 
slurry process had been dropped, 
he had been under the impres¬ 
sion that other things were to

be done to stop the settling. 
President Margaret Hogensen ac¬ 
knowledged that "as a board, we 
thought more was being done.” 

Several members of the board 
continued to express reserva¬ 
tions about the lime slurry pro¬ 
cedure. Director Debbie Hartwick 
recalled that the board had 
dropped the idea of using the 
lime slurry method because there 
was no history of its successful 
use in local soils. 

As a step in finding a solution, 
the board voted 7-0-1 (with Di¬ 
rector Don Volk abstaining) to 
contract with Geotechnical Ser¬ 
vices to make test borings and 
to install stress gauges to meas¬ 
ure the amount and direction of 
cracking over the next six 
months. Hogensen said that she 
felt it was important to do any 
future repairs right and that, 
therefore, a long test period 
would be worthwhile. In resnonse 
to a question by Director Frank 
Gervasi about whether the stress 
gauges would "tell us what we 
want to know,” Jav Freedman, 
Superintendent of Contract Pro¬ 
cessing and Technical Services, 
assured the hoard that they 
would. 

Directors Janet Cantwell and 
Mac Wirick raised another omin¬ 
ous possibility: are other build¬ 
ings which had cracks repaired 
under the structural repair pro¬ 
gram showing signs of cracking 
again? By consensus, the board 
instructed management to check 
a sample of the buildings to de¬ 
termine whether the problems are 
recurring. 

Fences, Fireplaces 

Under member requests, the 
board granted a request for a 
6-^foot high, 45-foot long privacy 
fence to enclose the yard of a 
member in the 36 Court of Ridge 
Road. According to a report made 
by Aesthetics and Environment 


Committee Chairman Michael 
Bordelon, the committee recom¬ 
mended approval of the fence, 
primarily because the yard backs 
up to woods and because the 
fence will not be in the line of 
sight of other neighbors. The ad¬ 
jacent neighbors who can see it 
had no objection to the fence. The 
board voted to allow the fence by 
a 6-1-1 vote, with Director 
Wayne Williams opposed and Di¬ 
rector Mark Dombrowski abstain¬ 
ing. However, two members who 
were present at the meeting, 
Betty Deitch and Steve Polas- 
chik, spoke against the exemp¬ 
tion on principle, saving that, a 
6-foot fence is too high. Deitch 
expressed the opinion that such 
an exmption might set a prece¬ 
dent. 

The board adopted new regula¬ 
tions also concerning fireplaces 
and wood-burning stoves. The 
regulations stipulate that chim¬ 
neys must be cleaned annually. 
Fireplaces already in place and 
which were installed with GHr 
approval will not be required to 
b® modified to meet the regula¬ 
tions unless they are in cl^r vio¬ 
lation of counify code; however, 
firenWces wh ; ch were incrf-nlled 
without annrov^l will havo 

to be modified to meet the regula ¬ 
tions. 

Polaschik. chairman of the By¬ 
laws Committee, reported that 
the committee has dealt with 
most provisions of the bvlaws 
and intends to complete its work 
on March 26. The board also re¬ 
ceived a draft of the bylaws for 
their preliminary consideration. 
The draft included comments 
from the committee and from 
corporation legal counsel. The 
board scheduled a work session 
to consider bylaws amendments 
on March 25 at 8 p.m. in the 
board room.

GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 
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The Ups and Downs 
Of Flying Kites 

by William Crompton 

To keep more kites in the sky 
and out of trees, participants in 
the Recreation Department's an¬ 
nual Kite Flying Contest should 
keep in mind several pointers 
about the wind and their kites. 

Most kites will fly steadily in 
4-16 nrph winds but will fly er¬ 
ratically in winds above 20 mph. 
Fliers can correct the balance of 
kites by adding weight to one 
side or by checking the position 
of the side sticks. To control a 
kite making quick loops, deepen 
the bow, lengthen the tail or wait 
for lighter wind. 

For a sluggish kite, reduce the 
tail, lessen the bow or wait for 
more wind. If the kite seems 
top-heavv, the bridle may be too 
low or the bow too deep. Increase 
the length and weight of the 
tail. To calm a “skittish” kite, in¬ 
crease the bridle length, lengthen 
the tail or wait for less wind. 

If the kite dives, raise the 
bridle position or add a tail. Re¬ 
lease tension.
